TERRITORY. 
Lonvos, 22nd April, 1889. 

Oklabama, jn Indian territory, has been 
openéd up and 50,000 suttlers have made a 
tush to occipy the land; bloodshed is 
feared amungt the comp-ting settlers. 

The following payagraph from a recent 
Home paper will throw some light on this 
telegram :— 

* Detachmonts of cavalry are driving the 
aettiera frow the Ollahama Indian terci- 
tory, where they have been invading tho 
lands reserved for Indian settlement. All 
the huts, cents, &c., of the squatters have 
beev destruyad, and the people have been 
driveu hike cattle over the Kansas and 
‘Texas borders This has caused some out- 
ery, but the Government is detormined to 
protect Indiun righta Muny camps of in- 
tending settlers are dutted along the bor- 
dor, the occupants of which are prepared 
lo enter wheu the troups withdraw. Theaa 
reserved lands ate among the choicest in 
the West.”

For this purpose it is necessary 
that a great many precautions should bo 
taken, und the Registrar General should 
have full power to deal with this. Part 4 
provides for the maintonanos of tho Lack 
Hospital. It is no longer supported by | 
any foo drawo from any of the registered 
houses, It will be supported entirely by 
the Government. I may add that recently 
the Admiralty proposed to pay the sum 
they used to pay before towards the main- 


tenance of this institution, Compulsory ; 


attendance will no longer be enforced. 
They women will go there of their own free 
will, They will be treated-gratuitousty and 
everything required will be dono for 
them but no compulsion of any description 
will be used to make thom go to the 
Hospital, I may state ono circumstance 
connected with this part of the Bill. When 
an order came some time ago from Home to 
pub a stop tothe compulsory examination 
of women, avery one of those who were re- 
gistered desired that thé modical examina- 
tion should be continued, Evory ono of 
these women was informed separately that 
there was no necessity whatover that they 
should go to the Hospital, yot they all went 
The last part deals with the appuintwent of 
afficers and is practically a re-enactment of 
the oxisting law. “I trust the Council will 
give this ordinance very caroful considera- 
tion, It deals with a atibject of great diffi - 
culty. Ihave no donbt it will receive due 
attention from this Council, It is a meaa- 
sure which should afford protection and 
prove of great service to chusea of people 
who are at ‘he present moment utterly help- 
less, I rove the second reading of the Bill. 

Tho Acting Colonial Tressurer seconded. 

Mr Ryrio asked if medical examination 
would be antirely discontinued. 

The Colonial Secretary—A medical officer 
will be in attendance, and vhoover wishes 
will be axamined. 

Mr Ryrio—It sooms a deplorablo thing 
that the compulsory examination should be 
stopped. [ suppose the Head of tho Execu- 
tive has no control over the matter, but the 
Council might record their upinion, It is 
certainly against the interests of the British 
forces ig thia Colony that mudical examina- 

“tion should be discontinued. I think the” 
Council might express an opinion on the 
subject. Certainly it is a very short-sight- 
od policy and one that might lead to a great 
deal of evil. 

His Excullency—Do you propose to op- 
pose the second reading 

Mr Rytie—I only protest against the 
portion of it repealing the compulaury 
examination, The rest of the Bill is ex- 
cellent. 

His Excellency—I may say at this stage 
that the change has been brought sbout by 
the state of public opinion in England, 
whieh is Bo strong that Hor Majesty's Go." 
vernment, of either party, were unable to 
withstand it. I confess thatI have very 
strong feelings against the chango in the 
law.. The instructivas on thiasubject, how- 
uver, were very peremptory, and [ fear that 
avything that can be done from here is 
likely to be entiraly useless, At the aame 
time, I shall feel it my duty, when thia or- 
dinance goes Home, or as acun after us my 
time permits, to enter a veryatrong protest 
egainst it, urgiug reasons which are general 
to all communities and which aro apecially 
applicable to this, I can inatance very 
cogent and strong reasons against ono 
of the principal objactimsa to the 
contagious diseases acta in England namely 
tha degradation of women. I thia Colony it 
js not applica‘le to the people who are 
examined, because after a year's oxporience 
we have tuund that all “those who are ever 
likely to be oxamined havo offered willingly 
to bo oxaminod, What is ono of the strong 
argument of the opponents of these mea- 
sures in England is absvlutely inapplicable 
here. Bul as I aaid before, suy protest on 
cur part will, I fear, be productive of very 
little effect, Ifany opposition to the pra- 
sent Bill is raised by the unotticial mnembera, 
Ithink on the whole it- would be better to 
be in the form of a written protest 
after the Bill is passed. Of course, 
if they like, after what I have ssid, 
they are perfectly at liberty to move in 
Committee that the clauses repealing the 
compulsory examination sections of the old 
ordinance be deleted, OF ourse if that 
were carried it would’ entirely disturb the 
Ordinance,. bacause I rather think.the re- 
(peal of these sections is included with the 
vepeal of the whole old ordinance, « large 
part of which is ré-enacted’in this, There 

“ would-bp a certain awkwardness about this, 
The hon, Member can take what course 
he thinks best. I think tho best thing 
would bo, seeing the rest of the Bill is ap- 
proved of, to. make a written protest 
agaiust the portion not approved of,

THR PRAVA RECLAMATION ORDINANCE, 


On the motion of the Acting Attorney 
General the Council went into Committee 
on the Praya Reclamation Ordinancy, 

The Acting Attorney Geuoral said that on 
last gpeasion they had got down.to section 
9. e moved tho deletion of the section as 
it stood and tho substitution of a new 
section, which he read. The changea in the 
section ure chivtly contained in the following 
two sub-sections : - 


‘ (ii) On the oxpiration of two maths 
from the date of such notification as 
aforesaid and within a further period «one 
month it shall be lawful for the Governor 
if he think fit to enter into an a -reement 
with the lessees individually who have 
siguified their intention and acceptance as 
aforesaid, such agreement being apon the 
terms and subject to the conditions in the 
form in the Schedule to this Ordinance; 
and the Governor ig hereby empowered to 
dispose of the reclaimed land in accordanea 
therewith, 

“(iv.) Notwithstanding any such agreo- 
ment na uformid shall bave been signed 
hy any Ipaseo, if any error in quantity or 
area af lund agreed to be granted shall be 
discovered by eithor party thereto priut to 
the granting of a Crown lease of such hud 
it shall be lawful for the Governor in 
Oouncil to rectify and readjust the same 
and to grant a less or greater portion of 
lund as the case may be, and to alter ao- 
cordingly the lessee's cuntribution ; Proyid- 
ed always thut the lessee, if his portion of 
land is diminished, shall haye the option, 
if he so elect, of cancelling the said 
agreement, and thereupon all moneys he 
shall have alr. ady paid shall be refunded. 

‘(v.) Notwithstanding anything contained 
inthe Schedule.to be deposited in the taid 
Office as aforesaid or in any ayreenent 
ontered intu in pursuance of this Ordinance 
do lesgee shall (save aa provided by suineo 
thon (vii) of thia nection) bo Tinble for more 
than che actual cost of the reclamation of 
the land agreed ta be grantod to him and of 
all works authorised by thie Ordinance in 
connection therewith (such actual coal in 
euao of doubt tu be decided by the Guvemor 
in Council) and if such cost shall exceod or 
bo less than the amount estimated or named 
in such Schedule or ony agreement as 
afuresaid the lessee shall bear and pay auch 
excess or be entitled to the boneiit of such 
lesa sum and to a proportionate refund. ' 


Tha Acting Attorney-Goneral, contina- 
ing, said thera were no other awend monts 
in the body of the Ordinance, buthe mored 
that the Schedules A, B, aud C be simply 
headed ‘Schodule.? He moved several 
aibor alterations iu the wording of the 
tchedule and thy addition of tho following 
pruvis» ly clange 3 of the agreement :— 

* Provided alwaya that if the actual cost 
of tho reclamation of the land herehy agreed 
to bo geanted sh«)] exceed or be Tess than 
the said sum of $ . the excess or loss 
tum shall be paid by the lesseo or refunded 
to him as the case may require, and if any 
diff rence shall arise as to such actual cost 
the same shall be decided by the Governor 
in Council.’ 

He moved alan the additio. of tho fol- 
lowiug proviso ut the end of the agreemont: 

“Provided always that nothing in this 
sRreement Contained shall be held to give 
the lessee any ri ht or rights over the new 
foreshore or otherwiae in respect of or in 
connection with the portion of the recluna- 
tion hereby a-reed to be granted to him, of 
adature diferent tuor in a degree ureater 
or lesa than such rightsas the lessee may 
have had in respect of or in connection 
with the said Marine Lot No. + (ur athe 
case m+y be) immodiately before the coming 
into operation of this Ordinance.’

., The Criminal Sesions wore resumed to- 
day, John Delamy was charged with 
feloniously wilfully and maliciously killing 
aud murdering Chenng Achun oa the 12th 
March, He plealed not cuilty, The 
following gentiemen wero sworn as jury- 
ten ; Mesara S. C. Michaelsen, Adan Lind, 
8, Hancock, E. Bumie, A. (:. Stokes, &” 
, Henderson, and 8, D. Setna. 
The prisoner war defended by Mr EB. 
| Robinson, instructed by Mr D. Caldwell. 
| The Actmy Attomey Goneral—Tho pri- 
aoner at the baria charged with the mur- 
‘der of Cheung Chav ou the 12th March, 
The crime is a heinous ono, and conse, 
quently more than ordinary responsibility 
rats on tho jury and all concerned in the 
trist, The facts, lowever, are not of a 
dificult character to deal with, being 
simple in their nature. Tho story fur the 
mosecutinn is this, On the §2th March 
last at about 6.31 in the evening, the pri- 
sone. entered a sewnd-hand shop 0. 12 
Eist Street appareatly for the purpose of 
purchusing clothes, ‘The master of the 
shop bargained with him fur the sale of 
sone shirts which were pluced on tha 
counter. The priuner seems to have 
suddenly knocked two of the shirts on the 
flr snd bolted ‘with the third. Tho 
agistant in the shopgave urders to pursuo, 
and the cook (the deceased) thereupon pur- 
sued the man, fallawed by thenssistant, The 
euok seems to bave overtaken this man, 
who drew a knife and stabbed the cuok in 
tho body, The prisoner thin continued 
his courss and thu assistant in the shop 
continued his purmit, and “te also was 
struck and woundel in the hand, Tha 
prisoner managed to continue his flighe 
until be was met bya policeman. During 
the chase the assistint suw prisoner draw 
the knife and stab deceased. ‘The deceased 
wus ‘picked up andtaken tothe. hospital, 
whore he diod, I do not say, but robably 
an attempt will bo made to reduce the 
crime from murder to manslaughter, If 
that is attempted it vill be for the defence 
clearly to prove the circumstances which 
redues the crime fron murder.

Thot was the tiret weakneas in 
their case. There was tv outside porsun, 
no one in theatreet, nv one of thosa who 
had helped to carry tho wounded man 
into the shop, brought forward to support 
this story. The witnesses were all persons 
conuecled with the shop except one, who 
was an informer and a frend of one of tha 
;shopmen. Ayain, why should the decosed 
have been wounded in the back if what 
took place was what was described by the 
Prosecution! On the othor hand, this fact 
did square with the story for the defence. 
He had already referred to the many dis- 
crepancies in the dotaile of the prosecution’s 
story, and he would not detain the jury by 
again painting out such palpable weul- 
nesses. Stillhe would impress upon the 
| jury the importanco of theas things ina 
‘ense of such gravity, Procoediug to deal 
with the story &-r the defence he ounmeud-
